Announcement of a campaign for 
a $500,000 fund was made at the 
graduation exercises of Clarke 
School for the Deaf the morning of

It claims to be the pioneer 
school for teaching speech to the 
deaf, and its work Includes the 
training of teachers for similar work 
throughout the country. Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, President of the 
Board of Trustees, expressed con- 
fidence that the required addition to 
the endowment fund would be 
raised.

GENERAL FRANCIS VINTON GREENE. 

With profound regret we record 
the death, on May 15th, 1921, of 
General Francis V. Greene, our 
chief Executive and President of 
the Institution. 

Whehhas, A soldier needs no 
other memorial than the record of 
his military career, and a democratic 
people recognizes no surer credentials 
of service. First and last, Major- 
Gencral Greene was a soldier. Yet, 
contrary to the traditions of many 
a good soldier before him, he was 
beyond the rigid limitations of a 
conventional military outlook. His 
horizons were bounded only by the 
amount of time he could give devot- 
edly to the study of world problems 
as they rapidly unfolded before a 
mind of astonishing comprehension. 
In other words, he was a diligent 
scholar oi the present chaotic social 
conditions as well as a savant of the 
cold fevers of the past. He was also 
the true seer, with a vision un- J 
dimmed by the storm of recent 
events and secure against the false 
dawn of a shallow optimism, 

Whkrkas, The year 1893 mark- 
ed the beginning of a long and faith- 
ful association with the New York 
Institution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dnmb, for on May 16th 
be became a member of the Society 
and also of the Institution's Board 
of Directors. In the same year he 
began a ten year's service on the 
Executive Committee, after which he 
was successively a member of the 
Library Committee (1904), of the 
Committee of Instruction (1905), 
and of the Law Committee ( 1 9 r 1 - 
1919). He was elected First Vice- 
President in 1 919, and a year later 
President of the Institution, which 
honored chair b* occupied with 
unflinching courage almost until the 
•am moos of death. 



Presentation Week came to an end 
with the fifty seventh commence- 
ment exercises. The custom in the 
past was to have Presentation Week 
during May, and the names of can- 
didates eligible for degrees were 
then merely announced. Under the 
new arrangement, candidates who 
have satisfied requirements are ac- 
tually presented with degrees. 

The principal speaker of the after- 
noon was Representative Simeon D. 
Fess, of Ohio. He spoke earnestly 
upon the great value of education 
to a nation. He felicitated the gra- 
duates upon having successfully 
finished their courses He said that 
not money, nor mines, nor machine- 
ry constitute the real wealth of a 
nation. The real wealth of a na- 
tion is in its men and women — in 
their brain power and heart power. 
To him an institution like Gallau- 
det was one of the sources of 
America's strength.

"Remember the Alamo!" We who met 
In Colorado, back in nineteen-ten, 
Can see with inward eye the old scenes 
yet 
Where Veditz's cohorts swarmed o'er 
mount and glen: 
The maddened waters mass at Manltou 
Where robust "Reggy" once met me and 
yon. 

The car-load of Chicago Nads at 
tending the N. A. D. convention 
in Colorado Springs, 1910, are in- 
terested in dispatches on the flood 
in that vicinity. 

Williams canyon, leading into 
town from the Cave of the Winds, 
was converted into a rushing river. 
Water poured thru the canyon walls 
with terrific speed, and threatened 
to undermine the new bath house 
erected in Soda Springs park a year 
ago at a cost of $400,000. In 19 10 
hundreds of Nads rode up Williams 
Canyon on burros to Seven Kails, 
then climbed up the mountain to 
visit the grave of Helen Hunt Jack- 
son. Nad badges gave free admit- 
tance to the Cave of the Winds that 
day.

Several of the 
Illinois Nads there — including 
Illinois' favorite son, Secretary 
Oscar Regensburg — have since 
gone to the real Manitou. 

Discussion of this disaster, in con- 
nection with the N.A.D. convention, 
brings to mind Chicago's last hor- 
rible catastrophe — the sinking of 
the Eastland here in 1915, with a 
loss of some 900 lives. This steam- 
er was the one Nads enjoyed a moon- 
light ride on Lake Erie in, during 
the N. A D. convention in Cleve- 
land, 1913. 

The "first picnic of the season," 
given June 4, commemorating the 
39th anniversary of the Pas-a-Pas 
club, was a success— except from a 
weatherological standpoint. After a 
week of really hot weather, the 
weatherman suddenly threw his auto 
into reverse, and the two hundred 
picnickers shivered and shook — al- 
though they seemed to enjoy the 
races, games and dancing.

With 
the cool breezes blowing from the 
Atlantic Ocean on the east, and the 
Gulf on the south, modifies the heat 
and gives us cool and comfortable 
nights, so much so that it is almost 
necessary to sleep under a couple of 
blankets. These cool breezes temper 
the heat to a degree that we seldom 
feel the full effect of the sun. 
Atlanta is 1,050 feet above sea level, 
and the climate is almost exactly 
that of Los Angeles, Cal. Altogether 
Georgia is a very pleasant place to 
live in at all times. 

Mr. and Mrs. David W. Weaver 
are the proud parents of a fine boy, 
who was born to them some time 
in May. Mrs. Weaver is now visit- 
ing with her sister near Milledge- 
ville, Ga. , where she will remain 
throughout the summer months. 

The local Nads are arranging a fine 
program for N. A. D. Night, one 
night during the Frat convention. 
A most pleasing and appropriate 
program is now being gotten up, and 
we hope to make this night one of 
the "star features" of the conven- 
tion, insofar as new and novel ideas 
go. The initial drive for "Ten 
Thousand Members By 1923" will 
be launched on this occasion. 

Prof, and Mrs J. H. McFarlane, 
of Talladega, Ala., are expected in 
Atlanta within the next few days, 
and will make this city their home 
dnring the summer months. Prof. 
McFarlane will have charge of the 
mission work at the Second Baptist 
Church during the summer. He 
may also conduct a small select night 
school during the summer, for the 
boys who wish to polish up their 
grammar. Several of our young men 
are endeavorihg to induce him to do 
so. He surely will be made to 
"hustle" if he joins "Atlanta's 
Silent live- wire colony." 

At the prize fight mentioned in a 
previous letter, the deaf stranger 
won the decision. His name is said 
to be Barrington, not Harrington, as 
first reported, and he bails from Bir- 
mingham, Ala., according to news- 
paper report. We are glad that this 
deaf man won the fight, for no other 
reason than that his opponent openly 
boasted for several days prior to the 
fight, that he was going to ' ' Send 
the ' Dummy' back home in a coffin. " 
We are very glad to report that not 
a single local silent attended this 
fight. All our information has bean 
obtained from the local daily papers. 
Who this Barrington really is, no one 
around here appears to know. 

The members of the Atlanta 
Woman's Club are certainly a btinch 
of live«wire hustlers. During the 
past few months they have raised 
enough money to stage and finance a 
National Convention all by them* 
•elves. Fired with the success of 
their last Bazaar, they propose to 
hold another one the second week in 
June, in a downtown Whitehall 
Street store. Needlework, home- 
made candies, and var'ous other use- 
ful articles will be on sale, the ladies 



Irby coud not use his wonderful ta- 
lent to better advantage than by re- 
maing in Georgia and working for 
the advancement of the deaf here in 
his native State. Hustlers, and well 
informed workers and leaders like he 
are badly needed here in the South. 
The field here in the South is vast 
and the workers but few. 

Rev. S M. Freeman gave a lec- 
ture at the Chamber of Commerce 
on June 3d, under the auspices of 
Division No. 28. His subject was 
" Thrift," and it was interesting and 
instructive from start to finish. An 
admission fee of twenty-five eents 
was charged, proceeds going to swell 
the already large convention fund. 
The lecture was attended by nearly 
every silent in the city and a goodly 
sum of money was taken in. 

The habits of a lifetime are not 
easily broken. A life of idleness 
and loafing about becoming irksome 
to him, Mr. William R. Jones, of 
I.ithonia, has turned his chicken 
ranch and truck garden over to his 
wife and gone back to work at the 
stone-cutting trade. Mr. Jones is 
over sixty years of age, but is still 
hale and hearty, and is remarkably 
well preserved for his age. Having 
led such an active life all his life 
long, he could not stand a life of loaf- 
ing about. 

News items are scarce in this 
town jtist now. Every body is busy 
completing all the little details per- 
taining to the Frat Convention in 
July. This scribe is about the busi- 
est of the lot, for, while we are doing 
our little best to help the Frats along, 
we also have our hands more than 
full with the local N. A. D. Branch 
business, and the making out of a 
list of the Local Committee who 
will serve the N. A. D. Convention 
for 1923. Under the circumstances 
we are unable to get around to hunt 
up the news, and have to depend 
upon others to keep us posted as to 
the news and happenings round 
about, which they are not doing as 
they should, and we again remind 
them that these columns are kept up 
for their benefit, and that unless 
they turn in and cooperate by keep- 
ing us posted, this column will be 
discontinued. 

The pupils of the Georgia School 
for the Deaf passed through Atlanta 
on the 3d, most of them remaining 
at the Terminal Station throughout 
the day while awaiting trains to 
take them to their various homes. 
This scribe spent several hours down 
at the station while they were here, 
taking observations, and candor 
forces us to admit, that with a very 
few exceptions of the older pupils, 
those already familiar with the sign 
language, they were the least ad- 
vanced body of students that we had 
ever seen. The answer of this is, 
that they are almost all being taught 
by the pure-oral method, and they 
are about as a bad " misfit" among 
the educated deaf as they are among 
the hearing. It is a pity that the 
hearing public cannot realize as we 
deaf do the imposition that such 
methods are inflicting on helpless 
children. Georgia is far, far behind 
all other deaf schools when it comes 
to fitting the deaf children for col 
lege. Not one single pupil has been 
sent to Gallaudet from this school in 
the past 12 or 15 years, and in fact, 
only five (5) have gone there from 
Georgia in the last quarter of a 
century.
